GERMAN UN ENTRY - 

PURSUANT TO REQUEST FROM US AND FRG, TEKOAH (ISRAEL) 

AGREED NOT INSIST ON SEPARATE VOTE ON GERMAN ADMISSION BUT 
DID INSIST ON SPEAKING BEFORE VOTE. THROUGHOUT DAY SOVS 
AND OTHERS IMPORTUNED USDEL DO WHAT IT COULD TO CONVINCE 
ISRAELIS NOT ROCK BOAT. SOVS SAID THEY KEPT RADICAL AFRICANS 
QUIET BUT ISRAELI STATEMENT BEFORE VOTE WOULD RISK 
UPSETTING ENTIRE SCENARIO. UK, FRENCH AND FRG DELOFFS 
ALL EXPRESSED FEAR ISRAELI INSISTENCE LEAD TO SERIOUS TROUBLE,

SOV REP MALIK TOLD SCALI USSR WOULD LIKE TO CONSIDER TWO 
KOREAN ITEMS TOGETHER AS PACKAGE DEAL. BOLIVIANS INFORMED 
USDEL THEY WILL COSPONSOR FRIENDLY KOREAN RES. LIBERT AN 
REP BARNES DEFINITELY UNWILLING COSPONSOR. FONMIN DENNIS 
EVEN UNCERTAIN LIBERIA BE ABLE VOTE FOR IT, UNLESS IN 
COMPANY SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER OF AFRICANS, BECAUSE PRES TOLBERT

USSR VIEWS ON GA ITEMS - 

IN WIDE-RANGING US-USSR DISCUSSION OF GA ISSUES, SOVIET 
REP MALIK TOLD SCALI USSR TOOK ITS USUAL POSITION OF PRINCIPLE 
IN PUERTO RICAN CASE, I.E., SUPPORTED STRIVING BY PEOPLES 
FOR INDEPENDENCE AND SELF-DETERMINATION, AND SOV LANGUAGE 
IN COMITE OF 24 DID NOT COINCIDE WITH CUBAN LANGUAGE. 

HE ADDED US CONGRESSMEN SENSITIVE TO PUERTO RICO SHOULD SHOW 
MORE SENSITIVITY ABOUT INTERFERING IN SOV INTERNAL AFFAIRS, 
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E.G., "CONCOCTED" PROBLEM OF SOV JEWRY, BALTIC REPUBLICS, 

AND UNFRIENDLY VOA PROPAGANDA. ON BALANCE, MALIK OBSERVED 
US MIXES MORE IN SOV INTERNAL AFFAIRS THAN SOVS IN US AFFAIRS. 

MALIK STRESSED INCREASINGLY INDEPENDENT THINKING OF THIRD 
WORLD COUNTRIES AND SOV CHAGRIN WHEN ITS POSITION ON ISSUES 
DOES NOT COINCIDE WITH NON-ALIGNED. HE AGREED THERE ARE TOO 
MANY REDUNDANT AND UNDESIRABLE RESES BY GA AND OTHER ORGANS, 
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AND INSISTED SOV LANGUAGE IS MODERATE. HE MADE ANOTHER 
EFFORT TO PERSUADE US TO SEE VIRTUE IN SOV SIS AND NUF 
RESES, AND SAID ANY POSSIBLE NEW SOV INITIATIVES SHOULD BE 
DISCUSSED AT MINISTERIAL LEVEL. HE WAS NOT SEEKING POSTPONE- 
MENT OF LOS CONFERENCE, BUT PERSONALLY WONDERED WHETHER 
SANTIAGO STILL GOOD SITE. 

ON WHOLE, LANGUAGE OF DRAFT CONVENTION ON PROTECTION OF 
DIPLOMATS ACCEPTABLE TO SOVS EXCEPT FOR MANDATORY DISPUTES 
SETTLEMENT PROVISION, MALIK SAID, EXPLAINING EXPERIENCE 
SHOWED INSTRUMENTS CREATED TO PERFORM DISPUTES SETTLE- 
MENT FUNCTION HAD NEVER BEEN OBJECTIVE REGARDING SOV SIDE. 

HE AGREED DIPLOMATS CONVENTION MUST BE KEPT SEPARATE FROM 
TERRORISM AND WOULD BE HAPPY TO SEE IT COMPLETED THIS SESSION. 

MALIK DWELT AT GREAT LENGTH ON DISARMAMENT THEME AND SAID 
SOVS FULLY SUPPORT SALT AND CCD BUT BELIEVE SOMETHING MORE 
NEEDED TO ALLAY THIRD WORLD SUSPICIONS. SOVS CONVINCED 
DISARMAMENT FORUM WHERE EVERYONE COULD PARTICIPATE WAS 
BEING DEMANDED EVER MORE INSISTENTLY. HE ASKED WHAT US WOULD 
THINK OF APPEAL AT GA FOR CCD TO SPEED UP ITS WORK ON CHEMICAL
